The slaying took place at 1805

Police responded to a call to go 
to that address about 1:30 am 
When police entered the apart‘ 
ment they found Coleman's body 


lying on its back on the kitchen 
floor of the apartment 


Neighbors reported Garr and 
Coleman had been arguing 
violently for several hours before 
Coleman was stabbed. 


In the apartment at the time 
was a third person, Richard

Time Is Running Out 


We will never approach the ideal of a 
government “of the people, by the 
people, and for the people” until a 
great many more American citizens 
avail themselves of the right to vote. 
Our system of so-called free elections 
provide the-machinery through which 
we can take positive action against the 
abuse of power by elected officials, or 
to remove trom office those public ser- 
vants who have failed to act in our best 
interests. tt also provides citizens with 
the opportunity to inject new faces into 
key offices thal. in many cases, control 
the conditions under which they live 

Black Americans. who probably more 
than any others. have legitimate 
grievances about the actions of elected 
officials, are among those who have 
established yery poor records in voter 
participation: This has been particularly 
true with regard to voting in the impor- 
tant primaries. local. state and national, 
in which the choices are wider and 
selection of qualified candidates most. 
important 

Recent enactment of federal statues 
qualifying thousands of young persons 


for the franchise, should bring many 
new voters to the registration offices. 
Anyone who will be 18 years off by May 
7 is now eligible to register, as long as 
he has lived in his county of residence 
for at least 30 days. 2 

New voters and those who have not 
voted in 1972 or 1973 in either a primary 
or general election, must register at 
their local election board’ offices. 

In Cuyahoga County an estimated 
64,000 registered voters failed to cast 
their votes during the past two years, 
and thus have lost their precious ght 
unless they update their registrations 
(re-register) 

Cuyahoga County, as on January 1, 
1974 had 801,681 registered voters on 
the rolls. Election officials, based on 
the response in previous years, do not 
expect that more than 5000 new voters 
will be added. 

Deadiine for registration is April 6.

The cities of Columbus and Cleve- 
jand, currently, have at least one thing 
in common; both are suffering trom 
diseases seemingly prevalent in their 
respective police departments 

in Columbus, black. citizens, along 
with the aid of a few whites, are 
struggling and campaigning mightily to 
eliminate a brutality syndrome among & 
minority. we hope, of police officers. 

in Cleveland, a city-wide drive is un- 
der way to eliminate misfeasance and 
malfeasance, or just plain thievery and 
crookedness among the men in blue 
who supposedly represent law and or- 
der for all citizens, regardless of what 
position they might be occupying on 
the totem pole of life. 

ft will be no easy task, but the cam- 
paigns in both cities can be won if the 
people actually want to win them. And 
herein lies the staggering question: Do 
people really want clean, adequate, 
respected and responsive police 
departments? 

We are convinced that more 
“shuckin' and jivin'” will never serve to 
break the strangle-hold police depart- 
ments maintain’ over all poor people, 
black and white, throughout the entire 
country. 

In order to successfully break the 
brutality and criminal syndrome in our 


police departments, there must be a 
coalition of those who suffer the most 
from its existence. Previously and to 
date poor blacks have been carrying 
more than ninety percent of the brunt of

Studied Strategies Needed 


As black people, and certainly as a 
political and social minority (inmost 
situations), we must carefully consider the 
kinds of strategies we develop in moving the 
larger Community towards those goals and 
objectives which benefit black people. 

To put it in another way, we have to con- 
sider how we can move as 8 numerical 
minority to positions of power and influence 
Historicelly, we have chosen several 
varieties of strategies of political action and 
social protest. 

However, many of our strategies have 
failed; they have become redundant and 
inettacacious by a lack of innovation and 
ideological constraints which suggest the 
“scceptabie"™ forms of political and social 
action 

Many of the old strategies of the early 60's 
have now become normalized and accep- 
table, hence have lost their threat or efficacy 
But there is one principle or theory of social 
and political action which should remain as a 
constant foundation for action. 

This principle is: Whatever we demand, we 
are willing and able to cause great discom- 
fort @nd inconvenience to the community at 


ciple, our strategies are inherently weak and

if it isn’t stopped very shortly, 
however, poor whites will most 
assuredly, in the not too distant future, 
find themselves in the same boat with 
poor blacks.

Columbus is fortunate in that it has 
developed anda continuing to develop 
quite a number of concerned and'stabie 
blacks and whites who are contributing 
much thought and, attention to the 
problems of police brutality and the 
consequences it tends to foment. 

We are reluctant to single out any 
one individual or group active in the 
fight against police brutality. We think, 
though, that we would be extremely 
remiss in our duty to the community if 
we failed to commend the work of at 
least one individual. 

He is James B. Marshall, a consultant 
in the Ohio Department of Education, 
who appeared before the Columbus 
City Council to vehemently protest the- 
existence of racial discrimination, coer- 
cion and brutality in the Police Oepart- 
ment. 

Marshall came down hard on a very 
bad. situation that is seemingly wor- 
sening rather than getting better. He 
virtually begged for an opportunity to 


| heard a cliche the other day that said: 
“Success isn't Permanent.” 

The idea siruck me that, this ie one saying 
that we ought to ponder over, for we are one 
group of people who are quick to slop 
fignting at the first sign of success. 

in researching, | came across this quote: 
“The man who gets ahead is the one who 
does more than is necessary and keeps on 
doing it.” 

1 have often thought about what might 
have happened if, during the Reconstruction 
period, we could have salvaged most of the 
gains we made. 

During this period, we attained great 
political success. We elected 23 Blacks to 
seats in Congress. At the same time, we held 
countless public offices in many of the 
southem states. 

Our political success tasted about 40 
years. In 1900, the isst elected Recon- 
mruction Congressman, George White of 
Nonth Carolina, was defeated. 

There are many sad stories aboul what 
happened during these 40 yeers. Bul, the 
most tragic story is that we didn’! keep 
working to maintain the gains we had made. 
We lost interest in the magic tool, the vote, 
that made these gains possible, Somehow, 
somewhere, during this period, we took suc- 
cess for granted and before we knew it, all 
the gains we had made were lost. Complete 
racial segregation became @ way of life in 
the South and the Negro had to start fighting 


* all over again to try to get back what he once 


had and lost. 

During the last part of the 18th Century 
and into the first 25 years of the 19th, a num- 
ber of Negro fraternal organizations came 
into being and flourished. The Odd Fellows, 
the Knights of Pythians, the Masons, the Elks 
and many others, had thousands of dues 
paying members. As a boy, | watched many 
of these organizations parade through the 
streets of our town. Dressed in their regalia, 
to me they made a beautiful sight and impar- 
ted to me an inherent power and a show of 
unity. 

Some of these organizations built fine 
buildings that were meeting pieces for Black 
people. The Pythians, under the leadership of, 


~$.W.-Green, built « bath house and hotel in 


Hot Springs, Arkensas. For years this was the 
only: place where Negroes could go to take 
the hot bathe and relax. 

As the years of this century counted up, 
most of these fraternal organizations went 
bankrupt. Buildings were lost and assets 
dissipated. Memberships. dwindied and, 
sias, many of theee organizations are today 
but @ memory, and many of their buildings 
stand as mute evidence of their decline.

Today, the government is spending 
millions trying to reestablish the Negro in the 
field of business. in the process, many have 
tried and failed because, today, it is not as 
easy to stant small and grow as it was 75 
years ago. 

The Negro has grown in population and 
earning power. A government release of last 
week stated that: “The educational gap bet- 
ween black and white workers. decreased 
from 1.8 to 1.2 over the past nine years.” The 
article stated that in “March 1973, black 
workers 18 to 24 years, had a mean of 119 
years of education, compared to 124 for 
whites.” 


This is progress. But what does it avail us 
to get an education if we don't know how to 
use it to attain success and keep it. 

Right here in Cleveland, we gained the 
success of the mayor's office, but it was 
short lived. We lost out not because we were 
not educated, but because we could not 
translate our education into racial unity. It 


seems that all too often, the more education ~ 


we get, the more divided we become. 

is something wrong with our mathematics, 
for it appears that we learn more easily how 
to divide than now to add. Success is always 
in addition and multiplying but never in 
division. 

During the tragic years of the fifties and 
sixties, we won many civil rights battles. 
Qrudgingly, segregation rétreated. Our vic- 
tory chants were loud and boisterous. We sat 
back to enjoy the sweetness of victory. We 
stop pushing. The flowery beds of ease were 
tempting. 

Already we can-see signs of erosion: We 
are all talking, but there seems to be a con- 
founding of tongues. We hear but don't un- 
derstand. 


It's high time that we fully understand that 
yesterday's gains are not sufficient for 
tomorrow. Until each succeeding generation 
can build upon the success and 
achievements of its predecessor, we either 
stand still or slide backwards. Each success 
must challenge us to attain even higher 
goals. We have no laurels as yet to rest upon.

House OK’s Bell’s Bill 


When Thomas M. Bell took his seat in the Ohio House of 
Representatives at the beginning of the 110th regular session 
in January, 1973, he said he would not attempt to rush any 
legislation through the General Assembly. The House leader- 
ship apparently took him at his word, for it took him exactly 
one year and six days to get House approva! of his pet bill. 

Bell, serving his first term. represents Cuyahoga 
County's 10th House district. When he started his term as the 
youngest member of the House roster, he said legislation 
conceming child abuse would be his major concern So, after 
feeling his way around the House for a couple of months, he 
dumped his child abuse bill in the hopper on March 15, 1973. 

The measure subsequently went to the House Judiciary 
Committee for a hearing. But the committee chairman ap- 
parently recalled Bell's no rushing remarks, and sat on his 
bill for almost a’year before recommending it tor passage. 

The Rules Committee, which assigns bills to the floor for 
a vote, with considerable prodding by Bell and several co- 
@ponsors of the measure, gave it the green light. Thus, before 
taking its customary weekend recess, the House passed the 
bill 62 to 26 after a rather heated debate. 

The bill, as sent to the Senale, substantially broadens 
the child abuse law to include emotional abuse of children 
under seven. The bill -also requires all health care 
professionals, school personnel, clergymen, coroners, and 
administrators and employees of child day care centers to 
report any suspected abuse cases to the Children’s Services 
Board, county welfare agencies or law enforcement officials. 

Violators of the law would be subject to punishment of 
not more than 30 days in jail or not more than a $25 fine or 
both. The offense would be a fourth degree misdemeanor. 

Bell was obviously jubilant over his first major House vic- 
tory when he returned to face his Cleveland constituents last 
week. But the bill will still havé to win Senate approval and 
be signed by the Governor before it can become law. 

When the Black Elected Democrats of Ohio hold their 
third annual dinner at the Columbus Sheraton Hotel this 
Friday, Atlanta's popular Black Mayor, Maynard H. Jackson 
Jr. will be the keynote speaker. The 35-year-old attorney will 
be making his first speech in Columbus since his election as 
Mayor of Atlanta with a 59.2 per cent of the total vote in Oc- 
tober, 1973, 

Rep. John Thompson, (0-15th District), like Bell, also 
succeeded in steering a measure through the House last 
Thursday. The bill, passed by an 80-0 vote, provides for over- 
time pay for state employes for any work over 40 hours per 
week; including holidays and Saturdays. 

Vietnam veterans will soon be able to secure application 
forms for payment of a share of tHe $300-million in bonuses 
to be paid by the state. According to John Bush, director, 
Ohio Vietnam Bonus Commission, application forms will be 
distributed by Veteran organizations, and perhaps post of- 
ficee sometime in late May or early June, Some 500,000 
Ohioans are eligible for the bonus, he reported. 

Veterans, depending on their length of service and area, 
can draw up to $500 cash or $1,000 in college or technical 
school tuition assistance. A majority of them, however, aré 
expected to go the cash route, Bush said.

Mass Transit Need Aid 


One of the tew positive results 
of the energy shortage has been 
the new attention focused on 
mass transit 

it has finally dawned on a fot of 
people that sound public policy 
demands the replacement of in- 
dividual gas-eaters with trains or 
buses as the major form of urban 
transportation 

But. such a_ shift in _natidnal 
transportation priorities can only 
come about with federal en- 
couragement and federal dollars 
In spite of the gas shortage and 
the speeches about getting 
people out of cars and into buses 
the Congress and the Ad- 
ministration don't seem.to be 
ready to put their appropriations 
where their préss releases afe 

A bill that would have provided 
funds for cities to reduce 
operating deficits was killed on 
the strange. grounds that it would 
only benefit big cities. That's like 


killing a farm bill because it 
would only benefit rural areas. It's 
another indication of thé _anti- 


urban and anti-minorities outlook 
of too many people high 
places 

So while more money is going 
into the mass transit kitty than in 
previous years it won't be enough 
to wipe out the red ink that is 
keeping many cities from im- 
proving their transit lines to the 
point where they become more 
attractive to the riding public and 
replace energy-wasting autos 

Since the problems afflicting 
urban transit systems were 
caused by the federally- 
subsidized road-building bifge of 
the 1950s and the “60s to begin 
with, it makes sense for federal 
subsidies in the ‘70s that will bail 
out troubled city transit systems -- 
and save precious gasoline in-the 
process 

The big-losers-in the fight- for 
better mass transit are downtown 
businesses wha are at a com- 
petitive disadvantage, with subur- 
ban shopping centers, and poor 
people and minorities, who are 
disproporionately dependent on 
urban mass transit systems 

High fares and poor “service 
Keep poor people, the elderly, 
and minorities locked into their

cess to downtown shopping and 
entertainment, and without ac- 
cess to many available jobs 
Most transit systems are 
geared to bringing commuters 
into the central city and not to 
bring city-dwellers out to jobs in 
the new suburban factories and 
Offices Just crossing town often 
means double-fares and a 
lengthy journey. This not only 
makes it expensive for low-wage 
workers to get to work, but often 
makes it impossible for unem- 
ployed workers to look for a job 
Transportation is still a major 
civil rights issue, Nearly twenty 
years ago, the issue was joined 
when Mrs. Rosa Parks refused to 
be Jim Crowed out of her seat 
That battle Was won, bul the new 
civil rights issue revolves around 
the fare. employment oppor- 
tunities and service 
This new transit issue is still 
before us. High fares are a form 
of mugging poor people who 
have no other means of travel 
Job opportunities are about the 
same for transit systems as for in- 
dustries, which means there is 
plenty of room for improvement 
And as we've seen, route struc- 
tures are often totally inadequate 
for serving the black community 
One of the reasons for this is 
the absence of blacks on transit 
regulatory boards and planning 
boards. A recent survey of 
regulatory agencies dealing with 
publicly owned transit companies 
show that out of 2,262 members 
only 136 were black 


Where black people had 
demonstrated political clout and 
have had a voice in determining 
transit policy -- in Atlanta, for 
example -- the result has been 
improved inner-city transit . ser- 
vice at reduced fares. Other cities 
too, have cut fares and experien- 
ced a sharp increase in riders 


So the transit picture today is 
one of great need, with some 
localities upgrading their systems 
and attracting new riders while 
running at a deficit in the face of 
federal indifference to-one of the 
most ‘urgent issués facing poor
